Also, she was a close asso¬ 
ciate of BAILIiE STUAST^ \jho was the principal 
character in an espionage trial in England before the war, and vho"was 
commonly Imown as *2he Prisoner of the Sower,* At one time subject was 
en^loyed by BRIGEIITB HOEiifjjT, a German film actress, as a secretary. She 
last validation of her Araerican passport was' in May, 1940, Despite two 
requests from the Umbassy to c^l for validation of her passport, she has 
not appeared. She lived in Algeria from 1933 to 1934 and in Germany from 
1934 to this date. Her father was bom in the United States and her mother 
in Canada. She stated that her father* s name was ROBERS 33EtJ03 and that he 
was born in Pottsvllle, Pennsylvania. Her mother, Mrs, MARI GILLARS, is 
presently residing at Silsenbury, Ontario,

He advised that about 12 to 16 years ago he en^jloyed the sub¬ 
ject as a professional model. He does not recall the manner in which 
he came to en 5 >loy the subject, althou^ he believes she came to him, having 
found out that he was in need of her type of a model from some other model 
or artist* Althou^ he en^loyed the subject much of the time over a 
period of three or four years, Mr, EORBEL did not know anything of her 
background except that she was a "college educated woman." Mr. KORBED 
recalled that during the depression, because of difficulty on subject’s 
part to obtain enployment as a model, she went to Paris, Prance. She 
went there in order to obtain eaploymat as a model or a dancer. lir. KORBED 
thou^t that she ml^t also have been some one’s mistress. 

He advised that about lO years ago while he and his former 
secretary, VHLIEED IHOMAS, were in Paris, Prance, they saw the sub.iect. At 
that time she told him that she had been in N orth Africa. I 


Mr. KDEBED stated that IHLPRED IHOMAS, Box 347, Albany, Hew York, 
an art deader. Is the only person acq[aainted vdth the subject t^ou iio knows. 
Mr. KORBED believed that ^TILPRBD 5PEDM&S v;ovild be able to give more conplete 
information concerning subject. 

Mr. KORBED stated that he has not received any information 
concerning the subject since seeing her in Paris, Prance, and believed that 
he could not identify her voice if he heard a raMo broadcast by her from 
Berlin, Germany, or if he a recording of a radio broadcast by her, although 
he stated it is possible ho could do so.

Mr, STUART MCDERMOTT, an artist With studip at 48 West 
12th Street,, stated that he formerly occupied a studio 
at 51 Ifest loth Street from about 1924 through 1932* 
la the same building there were two STEVENS brothers 
who had a stuxlio on the top floors The STEVENS brothers were illustrators 
for several popular magazines and used quite a few models. Around 1989 or 
1930 McDERMOTT m®t the subject who was than posing for either DALTCK or JOHN 
STEVENS.

She used to come into McDERI®6tT*s studio several times 
a day during her rest periods, at which time the two would smoke cigarettes 
and chat, to o ne of these occasions GILLARS mentioned that she was out of work 
and requested McDERMOTT to give her a job. IfcpERMOTT statad he did not have use 
for GILLARS at this time nor did he know anyone who could use a model for illus¬ 
tration work. He did, however, know that ElKffiNB SPEICHER, a prominent portrait 
and figure painter, was in need of a model and suggested that she apply to him, 
McDERMOTT believed that subject obtained employment for a short time with SPEICHER. 1 
He said that SPEICHER presently maintains a studio at I 65 East 60th Street, Hew Yorkl 
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Sometime during this period MsOERMOTT became acquainted tirith one 
TfILFRED THOMAS who was an art student and who later became an assistant to 
MARIO KQRBEL. IfcDERMOTT saw QlLltARS onl 7 on one other occasion and the 
following Information concerning her was obtained from WILFRED THOMAS^ 

TH0MA3 told IfcDERMOTT that OILLARS was employed fay MARIO KDRBEL, 
who he described as an academic sculptor of Paris and New Xork, to do a 
statue of the American Venus. This was started in New York City about 1929 
or 1930 and KORBEL and stibject went to Paris, France where the figure was 
completed* TIKMAS was In Paris during the period that QILLARS was there 
and McDERMOTT was of the opinion that THOMAS had been very friendly with 
her* She remained In Paris several months and returned to the United 
States about 1930 udiere It is believed she married an American writer, 
name unknown. It Is believed that she lived with this writer for but 
a short time and within the year returned to Paris. 

IfcDERMOTT stated that he did not believe TISMAS has seen her 
since she returned to Paris* He recalled, however, that TODMAS had advised 
him around 1932 or 1933 that subject was in Algiers where she was the 
mistress of some Sheik* 

IfcDERMOTT advised the writer that he did not believe he would 
be able to recognize subject's voice from a recordingj however, he ex¬ 
pressed a willingness to attempt to do so if requested* 

Mr* EUGENE SPEICHER, ah artist with studio at I 65 East 60th 
Street, advised the writer that he did not recall MILDRED QILLARS as ever 
having posed for him* Hs stated that his records were maintained for a 
pericki of approximately five years only and fr<mi a check of those, he found 
no record of subject* '

The second time he heard "Axis Sally" was in Gela, Sicily, after the 
Rangers had landed. Her story vjas about the same and she reported the 
Rangers had failed and were still swimming in the sea. This would be 
some time in July 1943.

y?*^MAS TCELLIAU KELLY was located at 853 Mile Square Road, 
Yonkers, New lork, and was interviewed on June 10, 1947 by the writer at 
the Yonkers Resident Agency. KELLY stated that he is presently eii?)loyed by 
the SAFEWA7 STORES as a meat cutter. He is presently assigned to the Fark'* 
Chester store* He stated that he entered Aitny Service on June 2, 1941 and 
received Army Serial Number 32002902. He received his honorable discharge 
from the Aimy on September 29, 1945♦ 

' On September 2, 1942 he was sent overseas to Ireland and 
from there took part in the invasion of Africa. He was wophded and captured 
.at Kasserine Pass on February 21,1943 • For a short period he was hospitalized 
in Africa and from there was. sent to Sicily where he was incarcerated in 
Stalag 98 for a period of twenty-two days. Jiom there he went to Stalag 66 
and Capaqua, Italy, where he remained for three weeks and from there was 
sent to Stalag 7A at Uossbiurg, Axistria, where he remained one month* 

From there he was transferred to Stalag 3B at:^Firstenburg 
on the Oder, where he remained approximately from May of 1943 to January of 
19^5* He stated that wl^e at Stalag 36 he managed to exchange some American 
cigarettes for a small radio set which French civilians had in their 
possession and he hid this radio set in the ground and listened to broad¬ 
casts at night, this activity being unknown to the German authorities* 


He stated that he heard AXIS SALLY broadcast over the radio 
on many occasionsland he feels that he might be able to recognize her voice.

S&HIMf C00ESB5TS1E* Apartment 4h* 11 irawerly Place, Eew Tork, 
was interviewed, at viiich tine he advised that he had served with the First 
Banger Battalion, Ifoited States Army* He was captured hy the Germans on 
January 3, 1944* at Cistema di liittoria, about 18 kilometers inland from 
Anxio* COOPERSTEHr was a jgrisoner of war for 16 mouths* Sometime about 
Ifay 1944- he was in prisoner of war camp Stalag 2B» He recalls that either 
during the late spring or early summer of 1944 he saw a woman accompanied 
by a German officer* and he and BOBBET EHALT recognised this woman by her 
voice as AXIS SALIT* COOPERSTBIF Was shown a photograph of the subject and 
he advised that it was a representation of the woman he sow in cemp at that 
time and whom he identified as AXIS SALLY* 

OOOPERSTSm fiirther related that during thj subjeot*s visit to 
Stalag 8B* she spoke to some American prisoners of war and remarl»d to them 
that there was no cigarette in the world like an American oigarett.^* This 
conversation between the svb jeot and the American iWs took place in a stre et 
in the camp* About an hoia: later COOPERSTEIE and another prisoner, ABTHDE 
TIBAA W 0 :.’e called into the camp library by EHALT* EBALT has been identified 
in this investigation as an assistant camp leader* In addition to 'HBAA and 
COOPERSTEcH, other prisoners Wore present in the library and the suhjeot* 
known to COOPERSTEIE as AXIS SALLY, was also there* 

BEAUT then told COOPERSTEIE that the seated fowan was AXIS 
SALLY and she wanted to make records of some American soldiers stating how 
conditions ware at tho temp so that the records could be xcsed for broadcast 
to the Enited S^at 0 s* COOPERSTEIE told EHALT that he was opposed to any 
such proceeding# The same night at dinner EHALT told COOPIBSTEIE that a 
prisoner had made a record for AXIS SALLY* COOPERSTEIE was not siir© of the 
identity of the American soldier who made the recording, but thou^t it to 
be a soldier the name of HAGUIRE* 

COOPERSTEIE also recalls that at the time of AXIS SALLY^s visit 
to Stalag 2B, a great deal of moving picture equipment had bean taken into 
the camp* COOPERSTEIE believes that the purpose of the equipment was to 
taJce motion pictures of American PEs and their activities in ihe camp* Eow^ 
ever* all oi Iho American prisoners refused +o he photographed and none of 
them would engage in any of the usual sports or passtimes at the camp dur>« 
ing all the time the equipment wns on the camp premises so that no pictures 
could be made of them* 
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COOPERSTBU raoalls that it 'was durlijg the apisod* in tha o«ap 
library that the aubjeot aalced American prieonere if tJxey would Toluuteer to 
make records for broadcast to the Itoited States* It was at this time that 
COOPEaSTEHr identified her Toioe as being that of the AXIS SmX whose brad- 
casts ha had heard* CCX)PffiSSCEIH' further informed that the first time he 
heard AXIS SALLY* s 'voice over the radio was while he was in Bbrth Africa* 

Ee then heard her 'throu^out the campaign at Sicily* recalled specifical¬ 
ly that ri^t after the First Hanger Battclicn» cf which he 'iras a member* 
landed at Qila* Sicily* AXIS SALLY broadcast a report that it had been wiped 
out by German 68*s* 

COOPERSIEIE sedd that the men wer3 aiazed at her almost acoxarate 
information* because in lauding* tho Second Platoon of the Eangor Battalion 

was knocked out by a direct hit scored on its landing craft* However* 
COOPESSIEIH added that the subject -was exaggerating the report of casualties 
so as to discoxirage the American troops* Tho fact of the matter was ■that 
most of the danger Battalion landed safely, with the exception of the Second 
Platoon and other losses inotirred during the operation* 

It was ascertained through a letter GOOPLRSTBIN reoaL-ved from 
AEIHOR TRRAA that -tihe latter had been interviewed by Agents of the FBI on the 
West Coast, and consequently no lead is being sot out for liim to be con¬

He said the 
transcriptions have been filed away at Ihe CBS warehouse, and it would 
be quite difficult to locate any transcription of broadcasts made by the 
subject if any were taken down inasmuch as they are all filed In chrono¬ 
logical Older, and unless speoifie dates were known, it would entail a 
great search.

lOiown to wartime GI's as "Axis 
Sally,” the defendant is Mildred 
Elizabeth Gillars, 47, a native of 
Portland, Me. 

A Federal grand jury charged 
that Miss Gillars aided the German 
Government in its psychological 
warfare against the United States, 
not only to weaken the resistance 
of Americans at home but also "for 
the purpose of * • * weakening tije 
fighting powers and the morale” 
of the United States troops over¬ 
seas.

The indictment was made out in 
the name of “Mildred B. Sisk, also 
known as Mildred Elizabeth Gil 
lars.” 

It said the defendant persuaded 
captured American soldiers to re¬ 
cord messages-to their families and 
relatives "for the pu^ose of ob¬ 
taining a latge, listening audience 
in the United States.” 

Instead of sending the American 
war prisoners’ messages to their 
Ipved ones at home, the indictment 
said; Miss Gillars exploited them 
to "interject and weave” Nazi 
propaganda into the broadcasts.

Anyway, said her defense attor-

his opening remarks to the jury,

the influence of a “hypnotic, dy¬ 
namic” personality—one Prof. Max 
Otto Koischwitz. 

Laughlin identified Koischwitz 
as a fonner lan^age professor at 
New York’s “exclusive Hunter Col¬ 
lege,” who \^as voted by the .girl 
students back in 1938 or 1939 “the 
most popular professor there.” Kois¬ 
chwitz aied in Germany-in 1944. 


Called ‘Traitor’ 

This defense picture of tlie 48- 
year-old woman on trial was in 
sharp contrast to that drasvn by 
John M. Kelley, chief prosecutor 
for the government. Kelley told the 
jury that “Axis Sally” was a traitor 
to the U. S., an employe of Adolf 
Hitler, and a propagandist for 
Goebbels and the German radio 
who. slavishly followed the Nazi 
line. He saia her purpose was to

Counsel for Mildred- E. Gillars, 
who as Axis Sally is on trial for 
treason here, claims that the pro¬ 
fessor had hypnotic influence on 
the American-born woman.

"Von Richter said he saw Koisch¬ 
witz and Miss Gijlars together a 
great deal while all three of them 
worked for the German broadcast^

Short, Thin, Bald. 

Previous witnesses have testified

The defense claims he exer¬ 
cised hypnotic power over Mildred 
B-(Axis Sally) Gillars. 

I l^lutching a handkerchief be- 
twMn clenched hands, Miss Gillars 


confided tliat she loved the pro¬ 
fessor and that if he had not aided 
her “I’m sure my days would have 
been numbered at the broadcasting 
station” in Berlin.

Mildred E. (Axis Sally) Gillars 
turned from tears to bristling de¬ 
fiance at her treason trial today, 
angrily resisting prosecution at¬ 
tempts to probe deeper into her 
love life in wartime Germany.

• “The charge," said Mr. Laugh- 
lin, “swept from us defeiises that 
had been planned^ and the judge' 
did it illegally. There was no basis 
for much of it- He excluded any-: 
thing concerning concentration 
camps. We know concentration 
camps are tantamount' 'to a death 
sentence,” 

Judge Curran, -to his charge, 
told the jury that fear of going 
to a concentration camp 'was not 
syffipisat groimds to excuse the 


crime of treason against the 
United States. 

Mr. Laughlln has five days in 
which to file a motion for a new 
trial. He said he might file later 
today. Judge 'Curran may take as 
long as he wants to rule on the 
motion. If he denies it,, he can 
Impose sentence upon Miss Gillars 
at 'his convenience. 

Death Greatest Fenalty, 

Miss Gillars, a native' of Port¬ 
land; Maine, faces a possible 
maxlriium penalty of death.

Gillars tearfully insisted during the 
six-week trial that she meant no harm to 
the United States. She made her broadcasts 
out of love for the late Max Otto Koische-' 
Witz, former professor at Hunter GoUege, 
who was her boss in the Nazi radio service. 
(Judge Edward M. -Curran told the- jurors 
that wasn’t sufficient compulsion to excuse 
her acts)-. Also, said Miss Gillars, she broad-

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Axis Sally s Conviction Stirs Hope 
Treason Will Never Be Minimized 


Mildred E. Gillars, whose messages 
of despair and defeatism were heard 
over the Nazi radio hy American soldiers' 
in North Africa and Italy, in England 
and in'France, has been convicted of 
treason and awaits sentence. There was 
no reason to expect any other verdict. 
Her identity as the infamous '‘Axis 
Sally” of the critical war days and her 
own words, designed for the despicable 
purpose of sowing the seed of suspicion 
of infidelity at home and thus weaken 
• the spirit of fighting men, were repeated 
in court through recordings. A some- 
Avhat disturbing feature of the trial, 
however, is the fact tliat, in the face of 
irrefutable evidence, the jury delib¬ 
erated 28 hours before the verdict was 
given. . 

What is the explanation of this long 
delay? It would seem impossible to 
establish a more clear-cut case of guilt. 
If the explanation lies in the sincere de¬ 
termination that the defendant, liable 
to a sentence of execution, should have 
the benefit of , every doubt and a, 
, thorough study of every aspect of the 
case, here can be no proper criticism 
of the long deliberation. Surely, there 
Avas no reason to- sympathize Avith this 
AA'oman, Avho cast her lot with her 
countiy’s enemies in a time of crisis and 
sought through cruel means to inten¬ 
sify the normal fears and sorrows of 
Avar. Is there a disposition to vieAv Avith 


some lack of seriousness the crime of . 
treason or to forget under the healing 
influences of time the misery brought 
to the world by the Nazis and those Avho 
served their c^use? 

“Axis Sally” is one of the 17 Ameri¬ 
cans who have faced treason charges 
since -the close of World War II and one ’ 
of the five who have so far been con¬ 
victed. Their treachery-must never be 
regarded lightly. For financial gain, 
individual security or other essentially. 
selfish reasons they have placed in- 
danger the interests of their country and 
the lives of its soldiers; Loyalty in Avar 
and at all other times is something more 
than a matter of personal preference.. 
It is an obligation of laAV and of morals 
and men must not be permitted to act 
or speak in terms of treachery and be¬ 
trayal. 

Even at the end of her tether and fac-, 
ing stern judgment, Mildred Gillars does 
not become a sympathetic figure. To 
the last she remained faithful to her 
Nazi masters, seiwing tlieir ends and 
doing Avhat she could to bring defeat to 
her OAvn country. When such treachery 
is forgotten and the fiendishness of the 
men who threw tire world into Avar has 
become a dim memory, a dangerous con- 
ditjoir of complacency Avill exist. Aric

Axis Sally/ a Despicable Traitor, 
Lucky to Get Off So Lightly 


Whether wisely or injudiciously, the 
United States deals with its traitors le¬ 
niently. Although the maximum perialty 
for treason is death, those convicted of 
betrayal of their country in time of war 
escape with prison sentences. This is the 
fate of Mildred E. Gillai-s, the notorious 
"Axis Sally" of the Nazi radio, who has 
been sentenced in Federal Court to serve 
from 10 to 20 years and fined $10,000. 

In view of the enormity of her crime, 
this sentence seems inadequate. In addi¬ 
tion to being a traitor, playing a part in 
the effort to conquer her own country, 
“Axis Sally” was a cruel woman whose 
technique of treason was peculiarly 
despicable. At times when the going 
was hardest, when the new American 
Army was fighting in North Africa and 
later in the long struggle up the Italian 
Peninsula and across France to Berlin 
from the Normandy beaches, she under¬ 
took to bring mental torture to the fight- 


cratic principles of government. Almost 
daily, however, the American people are 
having revealed to them an undercur¬ 
rent of disloyalty which, if unrestrained, 
may lead at last to disaster. 

The challenge is one which, in the 
interests of national security, must lie 
viewed more seriously and dealt with

IXIS SALLY LOSES 
■In TREASON APPEAL 


Court Upholds Her Conviction 
‘ of Betraying Nation Through 
• Broadcasts for Nazis

' WASHINGTON, May 19—The 
conviction of M ildred E.. _„(Axi3 
Sally) Gillars for treason was sus- 
tatnetf“by‘*tlTe'United States Cir¬ 
cuit Court of Appeals today. 

In a twenty-seven-page opinion, 
written by Judge Charles Fahy for 
an'unanimous tribunal, the Appel¬ 
late court concluded that "we find 
no reversible error in the case." 
Convicted here in the Federal Dis- 
■ trict Court in March 1949, Axis 
Sally was sentenced to serve ten 
' to thirty years , in prison and pay 
a $10,00Q fine. Since that time she 
; has been held in the District of 
Qolumbia Jail. 

Judges Bennet Champ Clark and 
Wilbur K. Miller joined Judge Fahy 
in upholding the .conviction and 
sentence of the 48-year-old, Maine- 
born woman, found guilty of be- 
ti'ajring her country by broadcastr 
ihg Nazi propaganda from Berlin 
during World War II. 

The Appellate benph denied tlie 
woman’s claims that she did not 
have a fair trial, that she was 
forced into the Nazi broadcasting 
and that the District Court made 
errors in handling her trial. More¬ 
over, the Court of Appeals re¬ 
jected an arg^ument that the Gov- 
■jernment lacked jurisdiction in the 
jcase because she had been formerly 
.arrested in Germany on similar 
charges and then released. 

; J[iiJJ;E-a{)inion, the cour t reiepted 


arguments that treason could i\pt 
be qommitteed by a United States 
citizen living during wartime in an 
enemy land. Lawyers for the prij-i 
oner had insisted that she had to 
make the Berlin broadcasts under' 
threats from the Mazis. . 

On this point, the Appellate courtV 
stated: 

“It would not be reasonable to 
say that treason can be committed 
only within the territory of the I 
United States because the framers 
of the Constitution and the mem-- 
bers of the First Congress must| 
have known that some local allegi¬ 
ance was required of American citi¬ 
zens living in enemy territory." 

The court held that Axis Sally' 
"owned allegiance to the United! 
States,’’ notwithstanding her as-- 
sertiori that she had relinquished i 
her American citizenship before. 
the war. ’There was, said the tri-; 
bunal, some confusion on this*, 
point, because once the traitor 
said she “is now and always has' 
been a citizen’’ of this country,, 
and at another time, she asserted; 
that she had signed “some paper 
in the nature of an oath of affir¬ 
mation of allegiance to Germany.” 

In its ruling against the woman, 
the court noted that she received 
the highest'pay of all broadcast¬ 
ers on the Berlin radio. Special 
attention was called by the opin¬ 
ion to a recording of “Vision of 
Invasion,” in which she partici¬ 
pated, and which, the court founfl, 
was designed to tell the America i * 
public that an invasion would Is 
extremely hazardous to American 
soldiers.

Sally" of World War H, will not 
try for-a parole at the end of a 
lO'Vear px'ison term montn, 
the par<5e board said today. 

Miss Gillars, now 57, "'i'' 
completed the minimum of her 
lO-to-30 year treason sentence on 
March 24. She has ^een con¬ 
fined in the Alderson (W.Va.) 
Federal Reformatory for women. 

BUT SHE ALREADY has sent 
the board a form waiving her 
chance at freedom. 

Board Chairman' George I. 
Reed said he has no idea why 
Miss Gillars chose not to tahe 
advantage of the hearing whi^ 
she could have had as a matter 
of routine. He said she may ap¬ 
ply for parole later if she wishes, 
She was convicted of treason 
iby a jury hei& in l 949 .aftCT_a 
llong trial b^re Federal Disj 
Itrict Judge qurraii.
